ISpoolal to Tub Colonist. 
Panama, Feb. 13. — During the last ten 
days rumors from Europe about tho canal, 
and Bomo local questions, have caused 
much excitement here, but no serious out- 
breaks havooccurred, notwithstanding the 
large number of unemployed people. So 
far only crimes of a trivial nature have 
been reported, Largo numbers of unem- 
ployed men are to be seen daily wandoring 
about tho streets of tho towns and villages, 
anxiously awaiting the termination of tho 
crisis, or looking for moans by which they 
can leave tho placo. 

At Lima, January 2nd, about 0:45 a.m., 
an earthquake shock of considerable dur- 
ation, was felt, but it did no soriotu dam- 
ago. 

Tho same evening, about 0:55, Callais 
experienced a slight shock. About five 
minutes later two loud subterranean rum- 
blings occurred at Lima, and two other 
sharp earthquake shocks followod in rapid 
succession, causing much consternation. 

The German ship Thalia, en route from 
Hull to Pisagua, was burned at soa. Her 
crew reached Valparaiso in safoty. 

In Talca, a cattlo plague, known as tho 
carbuncle, is sweeping off a number of 
cattle.

VICTORIA WEST! 

Meeting of the Residents for tlie Purpose of 
Forming That Portion of tint District 
Into a Municipality. 

About fifty residents of Victoria West 
assembled at the school house in that lo- 
cality last, evening, to discuss tho desira- 
bility of forming that portion of the dis- 
trict into a municipality. 

Mr. Thos. Nicholson was appointed 
chairman, and Mr. F. G. Walker secre- 
tary. 

The chairman briefly explained the ob- 
ject of tho meeting, and invited thosu 
present to express their views on the sub- 
ject. 

The boundaries of the proposed mu- 
nicipality having been explained, some of 
the gentlemen present expressed the de- 
sire that the town of Esquimalt be also 
incorporated. This was objected to on 
the ground that if Eilpiiiiialt was added 
tho new municipality would have to bear 
tho support of tho magistrate, police, 
harbor master and other officers there. 
Tho question of joining Victoria 
city was also objected to, it being con- 
tended that in the latter caso the resi- 
dents of Victoria West would have to boar 
their share of taxation towards electric 
lighting, waterworks and sewerage, without 
deriving any direct benefit therefrom, at 
least for somo years to come. That 11s 
matters at present stood, the greater por- 
tion of tho money spent in the district 
was devoted to Esquimalt road, which only 
benefited tho town of Esquimalt and the 
city of Victoria. If Victoria West was in- 
corporated aB a municipality, tho revenue 
derived therefrom could be judiciously ux- 
pended 011 the roads, afreets mid side 
walks throughout tho district, many of 
which were almost in an impassable condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Loosho was in favor of having the 
boundary extended so as to take in the 
admiralty road along the shore of Esqui- 
malt harbor to the Four-Mile House.

Clushman did not deny the assault, but 
said that he had been provoked to it by 
the language used to him by McCorlick.

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government has to bear, it is evident that, 
tho expenditure on education must be cut- 
tailed, and tho city will be among tho first 
to feel the cramping effects of a poliej' of 
retrenchment. Would it not be wiser 
from every point of view for tho city to 
cmno forward and cheerfully pay the com- 
paratively small sum that is required to 
supply everything that tho Hoard of Trus- 
tees seo tho schools need. We aro very 
reluctant to believo that the majority of 
the ratepayers aro disposed to haggle 
about so small a matter and to compare 
thoinsolves with tho poor and scattered 
settlors of distant settlements. Itisnotlike 
tho citizens of Victoria to do this. Thoy 
aro ablo to support their schools haud- 
Bomoly, and we are very much mistaken 
if thoy are not willing to supply tho Ciov- 
ernment with what iB required to enable 
them to do so. They w ill not have their 
school accommodation stinted or of in- 
ferior quality, becauso they aro unwilling 
to pay a few dollars towards their support. 



THE S0H00L TRUSTEES. 

Wo aro glad to seo that the Board of 
School Trustees are convinced of the fair- 
ness of the law which requires the city to 
contribute towards the expense of main- 
taining its schools. These gentlemen are, 
from their position, peculiarly litted to 
form a correct and an intelligent opinion 
on the subject. They are intimately ac- 
quainted with the working of the school 
system in the city. They know what the 
schools require and the amount necessary 
to keep them in good working order. The 
fact that the Trustees belie ve that the city 
ought in justice to defray part of the ex- 
pense of maintaining the schools is very 
strong evidence in favor of the necessity 
and the equity of the Government's pol- 
icy. It shows too, the conclusion to which 
well-informed and fair-minded men are 
sure to come when their attention is di- 
rected to the subject. It is only doing the 
Trustees justice to presume that they 
have nothing but the good of the schools 
and the progress of education in the city 
at heart. They have no political ends to 
serve, and are consequently not interested 
in misrepresenting in any ditection the 
course w hich the Government has pur- 
sued. Their opinion is therefore en- 
titled to greater respect than that of par- 
tisans who are ready to Bacrifico any in- 
terest, no matter how precious it may be, 
in order to advance the cause of the 
party to which they happen to belong and 
to gain votes for themselves or their 
friends. 

Tho protest which they have onferod 
against the course adopted by the Hoard 
of Aldermen should have great weight 
with the citizens who have the welfare of 
tho city at heart. Tho proper education 
of his children is regarded by every moral 
and intelligent citizen as one of the most 
important and the most pressing of his 
duties. Upon it depends, under Provi- 
dence, their success in life, lie cannot 
afford to see it neglected or to have it 
slighted or placed in inefficient hands. 
He well knows that education is at pres- 
ent a very heavy charge on tlie provincial 
treasury, and one that, without assistance, 
it cannot long bear. The proportion of 
tho cost of education which tho Govern- 
ment requires cities t'> bear is by no 
moans large; it is in fact a mere trifle 
compared with what they would have to 
pay if the greater part of the expense 
were, as it is in the other provinces, 
placed upon the shoulders of the 
ratepayers. The great majority of 
them seeing this will, we are quite 
aure, be ready to give their moral 
support to the Board of Trustees, and 
will condemn the action of the Hoard of 
Aldermen as ill-considered and opposed 
to the interests of tho citizens as a whole. 

The present Hoard of Aldermen could 
without humiliation or inconsistency 
change tho policy of their predecessors. 
Thoy are not an well acquainted with 
school matters as are the Hoard of Trus- 
tees. It has not been their business to 
regulate school affairs, and they would 
therefore do no violence to their self- 
reBpect — as we are sure they would raise 
themselves in the respect of their fel- 
low-oitizens if they would defer 
to the opinion of the Hoard of 
School Trustees in this matter; and also 
to the very largo number of citizens 
whose views are embodied in the resolu- 
tion which the trustees passed unani- 
mously at their last, meeting. Men who 
have not made a subject their peculiar 
study are nover thought the less of for 
being guided in their action regarding it 
by those whose duty has made them fa- 
miliar with till its details. In fact, it is 
on this principle that legislative bodies, 
large and small, all over the world pro- 
ceed. Their members cannot be expected 
to know all about everything, and they 
consequently listen with respect to the 
suggestions of the men who aro entrusted 
with the working of tho various depart- 
ments, and generally act upon those SUO 
gestions. If the Hoard of Aldermen 
should pursue this course with regard to 
tho viows and conclusions of tho Hoard of 
Trustees, they would act wisely, and in 
tho best interests of the city. 



The. 'reader of the report of the Trus- 
tees' meeting sees that the city schools 
need improvements, many of which if 
will take considerable sums of money to 
effect. If nothing is done by the city to 
lighten tho burden of education which tho 



We cannot say that wo aro very greatly 
surprised to find that Mayor Grant con- 
tinues to neglect to give tho Board of 
-School Trustees the assistance required of 
him by his position. He is ex officio 
chairman of the Board, yet ho doos not 
attend its meetings in order that ho may 
inform himself as to tho actual condition 
of the city schools and what is needed to 
maintain them in good working order. 
Vet this knowledge is necessary in or- 
der that he should be in a position to 
judge of the justice of tho government's 
requirements. It is not, wo hopo, un- 
reasonable to assume that if he possessed 
the knowledge of the working of the 
school system, that tho Trustees in the 
performance of their duties have acquired, 
he would como to the same conclusion 
with regard to tho city's paying part of 
the expenses of the schools that they have 
arrived at. We have no desire to offend 
him and his friends by taking it for grant- 
ed that he is wanting in either intelligence 
or public spirit. We find that the Trus- 
tees, who are. to say the very least, as 
capable of coining to a wise decision on 
matters submitted to their consideration 
as the same number of average citizens, 
have come to the conclusion that the re- 
quirements of section 10 of tho Education 
Act is equitable, and demanded by cir- 
cumstances. We will not do the Mayor 
the injustice of supposing that if he en- 
joyed tho same opportunities of observa- 
tion he would bo too blinded by partisan 
prejudice to form a judgment equally 
unbiassed. We are charitable enough to 
.assume that it is boc.iuso tho Mayor has 
not availed himself of tho opportunities 
afforded him by his office to obtain a 
knowledge of the working of the school 
system that his views on tho subject 
of the School Act differ from those of the 
members of the Board of Trustees. How 
fat- his ignorance is excusable wo leave to 
intelligent citizens to judge. His duty as 
Mayor required him to keep a watchful 
eye over the progress of education in the 
city. He has neglected that duty. We 
find that he has kept away from the meet- 
ings of the Board of Trustees. And yet 
he would have the citizens of Victoria be- 
lieve that the conclusion to which ho has 
como with regard to the amendment of 
the School Law, is better worthy of their 
respect than that of the Trusteos who 
have attended to their duties, and who 
have no other object in view than to main- 
tain' the elliciency of tho schools. 



enter into reciprocal trade relations with 
Canada. This is lriade very clear in tho 
following artic'.o which appearod in the 
Toronto Empire of the 6th inst: 

Every recent effort made by Canada to 
bring about reasonable reciprocity of tradi 
with tho United States has boon rejected 
by that country. The commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Mackenzie Government 
failed, and tho offer of the Fishory Com- 
mission last year was scouted. Canada's 
standing offer of reciprocity in natural 
products, of 1879, has been scorned. Nor 
will tho United Status concedo reciprocal 
wrecking privileges on all tho lakes. Nor 
will they accopt the offer of tho Canadian 
Government to admit into the two coun- 
tries, free of duty, articles needed for tho 
repair of vessels in distress. A Washing- 
ton despatch says that 'about a month ago 
Secretary Bayard was informed of tho 
action of the l'rivy Council of Canada, 
proposing a reciprocal arrangomont with 
the United Statoa for tho admission, free 
of duty, of articles nooded for the repairs 
of disabled vessels of either country. Tho 
matter was roferrod to tho Treasury De- 
partment, and Assistant Secretary May- 
nary wrote Secretary Bayard in re- 
ply that in view of the absence of 
any provision of law for tho free entry of 
articles of the character mentioned, tho 
department perceivos no way in which the 
reciprocal arrangement can be consum- 
mated. This department does not feel 
warranted in treating articles imported for 
tho ropair of foreign vessels under any cir- 
cumstances as being imported for imme- 
diate exportation. It is tho practice of 
this department, however, under sec. 
3,115 of the Revised Statutes to relievo 
vessels of tho United States from payment 
of duty on equipments maintained or re- 
pairs made in contiguous foreign coun- 
tries, where such ropairs aro rendered ne- 
cessary by reason of stress of weather or 
other casualty. The Canadian Govern- 
ment has beun informed accordingly.' Tho 
United States Government considers its 
own citizens sufficiently protected by the 
provision of law hero referred to, and is 
not willing to enter into any reciprocal ar- 
rangement. Such a general policy has tho 
merit of consistency at least."

IM POR TA NT DO C UMENTS. 

Tho documents respecting the Bull- 
ring's Sea Seal Fisheries, which tho Presi- 
dent sent to the Senate on tho 12th inst., 
show very clearly that His administration 
have come to the conclusion that it is im- 
possible for the United States to maintain 
its claim to exclusive jurisdiction over 
Behring's Sea. Jf President Cleveland 
and his Cabinet believed that that claim 
could bu sustained they would not have 
ceased from seizing vessels that were pre- 
vious to last .summer regarded as tres- 
passers ; and they would not have entered 
into negotiations with foreign countries to 
take measures to prevent tho extermina- 
tion of the fur seal. If the whole of tho 
Sua belongs to tho United States its gov- 
ernment would as soon seek tho co-oper- 
ation of foreign nations to preserve the 
oyster fisheries in Chesapeake Bay as to 
ask them to aid in preserving the seals in 
Behring's Sea. It is only on the assump- 
tion that the United States has aban- 
doned the claim to exercise the rights of 
ownership over Behring's Sea that thoso 
negotiations aro explicable. Tho idea of 
an international arrangement for the pre- 
servation of the fur seals is an oxeollonlone. 
Thoaeanimalsaro exceedingly valuable and 
if men of all nations are allowed to kill 
thorn when they like and how they like, 
thoy will soon disappear altogether, 
'fh is has boon tho result of tho indiscrimi- 
nate and unrestricted hunting of tho buf- 
falo, and it is evident if precautions aro 
not taken the fur seal will share the same 
fate. Hut an international convention 
for that object would bo absurd if tho 
right of the United States to exercise ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over Behring's sea 
were universally acknowledged. 

It is to be regretted that there has 
been no decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court on the subject, An inquiry 
into the legality of the seizuro of Ameri- 
can sealers found hunting on what is gen- 
erally considered tho high seas involved 
an examination into this claim of exclusive 
jurisdiction. Hut for soino reason or 
other the question was not brought before 
tho United States Supremo Court. It is 
just possible that the belief of what that 
decision would have been, as expressed 
by eminent lawyers, may havo caused the 
President to take the courso that he did. 



UNCLE HAM' H ATTITUDE. 

The advocates of commercial union with 
tho Unitod States are continually saying 
that the Dominion Government is oppos- 
ed to Reciprocity. They lead their hear- 
ers and readers to believe that if the Can- 
adian! iovorniiiont were in earnest in their 
endeavors to obtain reciprocity it would 
not bo withhold. A little enquiry shows 
that this accusation is unjust. Tho honest 
inquirer will (Jnd that over since tho abro- 
gation of tho old Reciprocity Treaty tho 
Americaus have persistently refused to 



THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 

What Sir Charles Tupper Said at the Phelos 
Banquet. 

At the banquet given to Mr. E. J. 
Phelps, the American minister, by the 
Lord Mayor of London, Sir Charles Tup- 
por was among the guests. 

In the course of his speech in reply to 
the toast of "Tho American Minister," 
Mr. Phelps said, humorously, that there 
was a special reason why tho American 
minister should cultivate friendly relations 
with the distinguished Company of Fish- 
mongers, for fish was proving an interna- 
tional and very troublesome commodity. 
(Laughter.) It formed, indeed, with dy- 
namite, the only matters about which any 
difference at present existed between the 
two countries. (Laughter.) Anyone who, 
like himself, derived his ideas in regard to 
tishing from lzaak Walton would be dis- 
posed to think that of all subjects it was 
tho most peaceful. Hut this would be a 
mistake. Fiver since St. Peter, returnin 
from fishing, smote "the servant of the 
high priest," tho question, of tishing and 
tishing rights had proved a most fruitful 
source of contention. (Much laughter.) 
It was a question that never had been 
settled, and he supposed never would be. 
Tho only thing that could be 
done was for men to agree to 
disagree, and to go on as peaceably 
as they could. (Laughter and cheers.) 
Two men had to catch fish out of the At- 
lantic; w hat was more natural than that 
each should be found wanting to catch 
the same thing / (Laughter.) When a 
gentleman who sat on his right (Sir 
Charles Tttpper) went on a recent occa- 
sion to America, he was, he scarcely need 
say, must hospitably received, and he 
canto away after winning golden opinions 
among all with whom ho was brought in 
contact; but .after he had left they were 
far from stopping tho shedding of ink on 
tho ^abject of fish as they were before. 
(Laughter.) Ho repeated that they must 
agree to differ on that subject, and if they 
wore tempted to quarrel they must try to 
make the best of it. Whenever tho Can- 
adians were inclined to travel too fast, 
the Americans must appeal to that Com- 
pany. (Laughter.) it was most import- 
ant, therefore, that the international re- 
lations between the United States and the 
Fishmonger's Company should be pre- 
served intact. (Laughter). 

Sir Charles Tupper, responding subse- 
quently to the toast of "The Colonies," 
said England had been well described as 
"the mother of nations." One of her 
must interesting daughters had, it 
truo, left her, but he hail no hesitation 
whatever in asserting that if English 
statesmen in the time of George 111. had 
exhibited the same liberal and just policy 
towards the Colonies as had been adopted 
in the Victorian ora, the United States 
would to this day have formed an integral 
part of the British Empire. (Hear, hear.) 
Hut separated though the United States 
was from the Empire, he could assure the 
company that Candians witnessed with 
great pride and pleasure its enormous de- 
velopment in wealth and prosperity. 
(Cheers.) There was no cause for jealousy 
between the two peoples. Tho feeling 
that predominated in the Dominion to- 
wards their southern neighbor was, on 
tho contrary, one of profound admiration. 
(Cheers.) Why, indeed, should it be other- 
wise 1 Did not thoy in Canada speak the 
same language as their friends across tho 
border — the all-conquering language of 
tho Anglo-Saxon racef Had they not 
also in common a British lineage, and a 
share in all the noble traditions of the 
British racef (Cheers.) Moreover, Ca- 
nadians had yet a third cause for satisfac- 
tion in tho growth of their neighbor. 
They remembered that the peoplo of the 
United States shared about equally with 
them the vast North American continent, 
and, noting tho marvelous progress of 
their southern neighbors in all tho pur- 
suits of peace, Canadians themselves 
looked forward to the not distant day 
when their own enormous and inexhaust- 
ible resources would bring them a simflai 
measure of progress as t he United States 
now exhibited. (Cheers.) The minister 
of tho United States had made humorous 
reference to the fisheries question. He 
(Sir Charles) was by no means so hopeless 
as his excellency seemed to bo of an ami- 
cable settlement of that complex dispute. 
And ho was much strengthened in his be- 
lief in the possibility of an honorable 
agreement by the knowledge that, 
though among tho long line of great men 
who had represented tho United States at 
the Court of St. JaincB, none had pressed 
the claims of his country with more abil- 
ity or greater ingenuity than their dis- 
tinguished guost of that night, yet on a 
recent occasion in tho United States this 
same gontleman had given public utter- 
ance to tho statement that tho treaty 
which wun agreed to by the plenipoten- 
tiaries of both countries, though not rati- 
fied by the American Senate, and which 
had been ratifiod by Canada and New- 
foundland was a fair and honorable settle- 
ment of the_question. (Chuers.) Presi- 
dent Cleveland has made a similar declar- 
ation, recommending in the strongest 
terms tho adoption of the agreement as 
one that provided a fair and just settle- 
ment of tho question which all parties 
might honorably accept. (Renewed 
cheers.) President Cleveland had not, it 
was truo, succeeded in getting 
a majority of tho electoral col- 
lege, yet tho fact remained that 
he had polled noarly 100,000 more votoB 
in tho recent presidoutial election than his

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that he was not 
aware that the recommendations of tho 
select committee were adopted by the 
House. A letter received from tho super- 
intendent of police, which was produced, 
contained all the information which the 
Attorney-General could give on the sub- 
ject. The letter was as follows: —

Mr. Higgins enquired if the letter 
•would be published. 

Hon. Mr. Kobsou thought it would be 
very impolitic to allow tho matter as it 
stood to pass, and go in tho papers of tho 
House, as it would be taking action upon 
.the report of the committee which was 
mot adopted by the J louse. 

Mr. Higginsltbought that tho report 
was adopted, He presented the report, 
it was published in the sessional papers, 
and it was the intention of the House to 
.adopt the report, if they did not. Ue 
wanted to see the report published. 

Hon. Mr. Robson contended that the 
report was not adopted, and as it contain- 
ed SOme things that, worn objectionable 
and which would, doubtless, have causod 
tho House to reject it. < )no clause ad- 
vised even more luxurious fare for the 
prisoners. 

Mr. Higgins said that the committee 
on visiting the jail, found there a number 
of persons, fifteen in all, who were await- 
ing trial. They were not convicted pris- 
oners, and should not be treated as though 
they were guilty until they had 
been tried and condemned. This 
was one of the Qrsl principles of 
British justice. The committee had ad- 
vised a lew changes to improve tho condi- 
tion of these unconvicted ones. In ro- 
•gard to the "luxurious" fare he did not 
itlank the Hun. Provincial Secretary 
wnt. Id care to "luxuriate" very long upon 
it. He knew he (Mr. Higgins) would not. 
TliO'boef soup was especially wonderful, 
on account of its weakness, and the great 
quantity of water in its composition. 
The only suspicion of beef about it was 
that it looked as if an ox might have 
waded through it. 

A REPEATED QUESTION. 

Mr. Beaven again asked tho Hon. 
Chief Commissioner the question contain- 
ing several items relating to land returns. 

In renewing his question, through the 
speaker Mr. Heaven asked Hon. Mr. 
Vernon if ho was ready yet with his re- 
ply- 

Mr. \ ernun contended that the usual 
two days' notice had not been given. He 
explained to the House that Mr. Heaven 
knew well, from his own experience, that 
it was impossible tu supply the informa- 
tion asked fur in less than two wuuks. A 
clerk was now at, work, and Mr. Beaven 
would receive the information asked for 
as soon as possible. He would gain 
nothing, however, by his present action 
in referring to the matter each day. 

Mr. Boaveu said that if the books were 
properly kept, u Bchoolboy with a good 
knowledge of figures should bo able to 
furnish tho information asked for in two 
.or three days. 

The matter was allowed to drop. 
REGULATION OF B LECTIONS. 

Mr. Higgins moved the second reading 
of the Election Regulations Hill. 

The lion, mover explained that tho only 
amendments to the existing law, lay in 
tho fact that it was proposed to count the 
ballots at the, polling booths in which they 
were cast, and a slight, change in the bal 
lot paper was suggested. The opposition 
to the hill offered, would probably be thai 
in a small voting place, where there are 
only two or three voters, everyone would 
know how the votes wore cast, Whore 
so fow voters wore, he thought there 
should be no polling place. The publii 
wore strongly in favor of a change; no one 
but would admit the insecurity of tho ex- 
isting system. Ho referred to the* neces- 
sity of the change, and expressed the hope 
and belief that the bill would pass. 

Mr. Baker said that he voted for the 
bill last session, and would again. He 
referred to the dangor of carry 
ing about the ballot, boxes, 
especially in v, large district liko Koot- 



omiy. ' Tho chances of losing the ballot 
boxes under the present system were very 
many. ' The saorccy of the ballot would 
not in any way be interfered with. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that in dealing 
with this matter ho was acting simply as 
a momber for Lillooot. He voted. against 
the bill before and would bo forced to 
again. It would in some portions of tho 
country jeopardize tho secrecy of the bal- 
lot. The passage of tho bill would pre- 
vent tho candidates in person from being 
present, yyhgro the ballots wero being 
counted. Ho also thought that the dep- 
uty returning officers were not competent 
to decido on tho marking of a ballot. 

Mr. Orr endorsed the hill, and recount- 
ed tho objoctjbhs that ljad been raised 
against the existing act. 

Mr, Martin said last year he opposed 
tho bill, and after hearing the lion, tho 
attorney-general he would still do so. The 
hon. member for Kootenay referred to 
tho possibility of losing the ballot boxes. 
Ho never heard of one being lost, and diil 
not think that tho secrecy of tho ballot 
could be maintained, if the bill were to 
pass. 

Mr. Mason said that his constituents 
wero unanimously in favor of this bill, 
and ho would therefore support it. 

Mr. Croft considered any movement 
that was liable to infringe on the secrecy 
of the ballot, a very dangerous measure. 
He would oppose the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon supported the bill, 
which he argued was working well in the 
Dominion elections. His constituents 
considered it the best, tho safest, and the 
only proper way. 

Sir. Bole said that the true principle of 
political economy was the greatest good 
to the greatest number. Because there 
was one or two districts with only one or 
two voters, it should not retard the prog- 
ress of tho country. The matter before 
the House was fully considered at the last 
session, and he then decided that the .sys- 
tem proposed was only right anil proper. 
It was indorsed by his constituents, and 
he thought it would meet the many and 
great objections raised against the exist- 
ing law. 

Mr. Ladner warmly supported the bill. 
He had seen ballot-boxes carried in such 
a manner that he could hardly see how 
they ever managed to reach their desti- 
nation safely. 

Mr. Beaven said that tho principle of 
the bill was that the ballot boxes should 
be opened at the polling places where the 
votes wore cist. He then proceeded to 
review the questions connecting them- 
selves with tho bill, since the framing of 
the existing act. He supported the prin- 
ciple urged by Mr. Higgins of counting 
the ballots where they are east, and stated 
that he would support the bill as a step 
in the right direction. 

Mr. Anderson said that acting on the 
wishes of his constituency he should sup- 
port tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robson tin night that if the 
bill passed the secrecy of the ballot would 
be impaired, in some eases at least. There 
was also some weight in Hon. Mr. Ver- 
non's remarks in regard to the difficulty 
of procuring scrutineers and deputy re- 
turning officers. He was of the opinion, 
however, that the arguments which had 
been adduced in favor uf the bill counter- 
balanced tho objections raised against it, 
and bo would accordingly support it. 

Mr. Semliu said that he would vote 
against the bill. 

Mr. Frye, by the wish of his constitu- 
ents, would support tho measure. It was, 
he thought, a step in the right direction. 
It would assimilate with tho Dominion 
act, and would prevent all chance of loss 
or delay in counting the ballot boxes. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir said that the lull 
did not go far enough for him, lie would 
like to see ripen voting, as in thu days of 
old. Ho considered that it made polities 
more pure and honorable. The more 
open politics were, the better lor the coun- 
try. He did not think secret voting was 
good for tho land; he believed in inde- 
pendence. 

Mr. Grant said that not every man could 
.afford to bo independent in voting, were 
it not for the secrecy of the ballot. He 
would like to seo every man over til years 
of ago allowed to vote, much the same as 
they now do across the line. lie voted 
againBt the bill last session, hut would 
now support it. 

The motion for a second reading of the 
bill was carried on a vote of 10 to d.

Mr. T. Davie asked leave to introduce 
a bill entitled a bill to amend the supremo 
court act; leavo granted; bill read first 
time; second reading Thursday. 

THE LEGAL PROFESSION. 

Mr. Hijjgins moved the second reading 
of tho Legal Pr fession's Bill. Bo could 
not see how it was that the legal profes- 
sion in this province was hedged about 
with so many unnecessarry provisions to 
prevent the settlement of rising, capable 
barristers in British Columbia. The bill 
which he introduced would not allow 
"scalawag" attorneys to obtain the right 
to practice ill the courts of the province, 
as all applying for admission would be re- 
quired to present certificates of good con- 
duct from the courts in which they pre- 
viously practiced as well as of the law- 
society to which they belonged. 
Tho existing law required applicants 
for tho right to practice law 
in tho province, to be residents for at 
least twelve months. This was neither 
right nor just, and he thought that no ob- 
jection could bo raised by anyone to the 
provisions of the bill, which only re- 
quired that applicants for tho right to 
praetico law should bring certificates of 
good character and competency, Free 
trade ill law was not asked for in this bill, 
which was only an attempt to put an end 
to this very bad system of class legisla- 
tion now in force. At, present no barris- 
ter of Eastern Canada, in. matter how 
great might bo his legal and scholastic at-

Sheppard, last evening received a 
letter from J. C. Mitchell, chief of police 
at Seattle, with reference to tho arrest in 
this city of Caroline Hunt, on a charge of 
placing a young girl in a house of ill- 
fame. Chief Mitchell says the woman's 
true name is Carrie Brown.

City Council again to-night. 

The weather yesterday snowed under 
the banana climate.

Tho debaters of the St. Andrews Y. P. 
L. A. decided last night that Chinese 
immigration was not beneficial to British 
Columbia. 

"Mr." Hennosy, who just completed a 
four months' term in jail, was arrested 
last night, charged with having a stolen 
valise in iiis possession. 

A number of stone crossings are to be 
laid. The figure received is a good one, 
and it is hoped that a better job than 
some formorly laid will result. 

A deputation of Saanich farmers will 
wait upon tho provincial government to- 
day to state a number of alleged griev- 
ances, into which they wish inquiry to be 
made. 

The Board of Aldermen last evouing 
decided to dispense with tile services of 
tho city treasurer on account of his dual 
position as a civic officer and member of 
the legislature. 

The Hoard of Aldermen are endeavor- 
ing to commit the same error as tho for- 
mer board— that of refusing to assist in 
keeping tho city schools in a high state of 
efficiency. 

"C" Battery baud roturnod from 
Nanainio by yesterday's train, having 
cleared over 8100 above all expenses, by 
their two exhibitions in the Black- 
Diamond city.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The eity council met last ovoning at the 
usual hour. 

Present: Mayor Grant, presiding, Aid. 
McKilliean, Styles, Harris, Harrison, 
Wilson, Goodncre; Coughlan and Vig- 
olius. 

Mayor Grant stated that he had receiv- 
ed a communication from the school trus- 
tees, asking that he attend tho meetings 
of tho board and take his soat as chair- 
man, He reminded thu board that tho 
lato council unanimously decided that tho 
mayor was granted a soat at the board only 
on consideration of the city paying tho 
amount demanded by tho province. 

Aid. Coughlan moved that the com- 
munication be tabled. 

Aid. Vigelius thought tho question was 
fully disposed of last year, It remained 
unchanged. The hoard tlion discussed 
tho question, and decided that it was not 
right or just that the city should pay for 
the maintenance of the public schools. 
Tho government imposed a provincial tax 
which in reality was for the support of thu 
schools. If the city wore allowed to col- 
loct the tax, they would be able and willing 
to support the schools. Ho moved that the 
communication be received and tho mayor 
instructed not to attond tho meetings of 
the school board. 

Aid. Harrison seconded tho resolution. 

Aldermen Coughlan and Wilson 
said that they were still 
of the same opinion an last year, and did 
not consider the city should be asked to 
pay the tax, and consequently the mayor 
should not attend the school board meet- 
ing. 

Alderman Harris could not seo what the 
council had to do with this matter. The 
government could not compel tho mayor 
to take his seat at tho buard mooting. 

Mayor Grant explained that tho gov- 
ernment had passed a hill calling upon 
the cities of Victoria, Nanniuio, West- 
minster and Vancouver to pay one-third 
of the expenses of school teachers' sala- 
ries, and granting in consideration the 
right to the mayors of the places named 
to sit as chairmen of thu school boards. 
He thought if tho city was willing to pay 
the tax the mayor should take his seat; 
if they were unwilling he should not at- 
tend. He referred to The Colonist's re- 
port of the school board meeting, 
from which it appeared that 
the trustees throw all the bbune upon 
him personally for not attending the 
meetings of the board. He explained 
that he had absented himself by the 
unanimous wish of the hoard. Referring 
to tho reported account of what tho 
trustees said at tho school board meeting, 
he stated that ho did take a great interest 
in the school work, did not remain away 
from political reasons, and would either 
attond or remain away from tho school 
board meetings, as tho council might di- 
rect. 

Aid. Coughlan contended that it would 
be well for the council to delay action 
until the next regular meeting. If the 
amount called for must of necessity be 
[laid, it might be well for the mayor to 
take his seat. If, as tho mayor stated, 
the government had provided no machin- 
ery for tho collection of tho tax, if would 
bo well pel haps for the board to take time 
to consider their line of action. 

The resolution requesting the mayor 
not to take his seat at tho school trustee 
board was carried unanimously. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From P'red. H. Whipple, Detroit, 
Mich., in re electric light matters. Re- 
ferred to tho electric light committee. 

From S. 0. Burris asking permission, 
for Mr. John Weiler, to uso a portion of 
Broughton street for building purposes, 
and enclosing the usual fee. Granted. 

From Wm. T. Drake complaining of an 
error in the charge made for retail trading 
liconse. Referred to finance committee 
and city barristers for report. 

From M. E. McTavish stating that 
should the council wish to extend Van- 
couver street to Wallace, he would expect 
to be paid for his land at the rate of 82,- 
500 per acre. Referred to tho street 
committee for report. 

From B. Van Volkenburgh asking per- 
mission to connect with a drain at the cor- 
ner of Yates and Vancouver streets. Pel- 
mission granted. 

From 0. W. R. Thomson, secretary of 
Victoria Oas Co., asking permission to uso 
a portion of Pembroke street for building 
purposes, and asking leave to make ex- 
cavations necessary in building a retain- 
ing wall. Granted. 

From W. H. Phillips, calling attention 
to the excellence of certain specimens of 
color stomping enclosed, and asking for 
the contract for dog checks for 1880. Re- 
ferred to the printing committee, 

From J. Moody, asking permission to 
remove a verandah at tho corner of Yates 
and Broad streets. Request granted. 

From Fred. Zimmer, applying for the 
use of a portion of Johnson street for 
building purposes. Request granted. 

From Chas. Wilson, for J. C. Prevost, 
asking the city to take over a street to be 
known as Parry street, on his property in 
James Hay, tho street being forty feet 
wide, and extending from Michigan street 
to Toronto street. Roferred to the street 
committee 

From McKilliean it Anderson, asking 
that a rock on Wharf street be blasted to 
allow the erection of a new briuk building. 
Referred to tho street committee. 

From Jno, Haggerty, asking that thu 
sidewalk in front of lot 8Q3 Yates street 
be taken up and relaid to the proper street 
lines. Referred to the street committee 
with power to act. 

From T. O. Richards, jr., in regard to 
tho opening of a new street, through the 
Berkley farm, and also in reference to 
the widening of Niagara street. 

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 
From tho promoters of the Electric 
Tramway Co, asking (1) that the city guar- 
antee interest at the rate of 5 per cent, on 
the bonds of the company to tfie amount of 
$40,000, for twenty years, on thu follow- 
ing bases: (a) When !j!ii0,000 of tho cap- 
ital stock is paid up, tho city to guarantee 
interest on the first issue of bonds to the 
amount of $20,000; (b) when a further 
sum of $20,000 of tho capital stock has 
been paid up and at least §30,000 has 
been expended, the city to guarantee in- 
terest on a further issue of bonds to the 
amount of 820,000; (c) the responsibility 
of tho city not to extend buyond a 
guarantee of interest on §'10,000. (d) The 
city to have leave to appoint auditors to 
examine tho books of tho company as 
well as directors, in case called upon to 
pay any portion of the interest, (e) Any 
monies paid by tho city to be discharged 
by the company before any dividend is 
declared. 

His worship said it would bo doubtful 
whether the corporation has power to 
guarantee interest on a loan. The muni- 
cipality may give land or a bonus. It may 
bo wise to refer tho matter to a legal ad- 
viser ; if tho council has nob tho power 
same will bo granted in a few days, when 
a bill will lie brought, before the House; 
it will bo in the power of tho ratepayers 
to grant tho guarantee, and everyone is in 
favor of assisting tho street railway. The 
promoters are anxious to receive an an • 
swei' as soon as possible. 

Aid. Styles moved that the communi- 
cation be received and reforrod to the 
city barristers. 

Aid. Harris said, considering tho possi- 
bility of Hie company making large 
profits, tho city should receive somo of 
the profits. 

Thu motion was carried, and tho mat- 
tor will bo referred to tho city barristers. 
TIIE CITY TREASURER. 

A communication was road from Mr. 



Simoon Duck, city treasurer, replying 
to the resolution passed at the last regu- 
lar meeting, asking him to explain if ho 
intendud to continue to occupy tho dual 
positions as member of tho legislature, 
city treasurer anil colloctor. Ha said 
he had accepted tho position of o'ty 
ti'oaiHiioi, the council knowing tli.it he 
hold a seat in the legislature, had dis- 
charged his duties faithfully, had asked 
the council for advice in regard to what 
action ho should take, and had rucoived 
no reply. While tho House was in ses 
sion he could not resign his seat, as no 
election could take place to fill tho va 
cancy. 

Aid. Vigelius said that Mr. Duck's 
reply was not what ho expected. Ho 
had not been appointed troasurer this 
yoar, and he (Aid. Vigelius) advised that 
fresh applications be called for. Mr, 
Duck could then apply with others and 
take his chance with the present council 
for re election. 

Aid. Vigelius moved, seconded by Aid 
Wilson, that applications for the position 
of treasurer be called for at the next 
meeting of tho council. 

Aid. Wilson isaid, in seconding the 
resolution, that Mr. Duck must resign 
either one or other position. Ho could 
not hold the two. 

Aid. Coughlan urged that tho board 
could not complain. Mr. Duck had faith 
fully discharged all the duties of his posi 
tion as treasurer. The council bad nothing 
to say about the way that Mr. Duck failed 
to discharge his duty to his constituents. 

Aid. Harrison asked tho chairman of 
the finance committee if tho treasurer's 
returns for the month of January had 
been sent in and audited. Ho had been 
informed that Mr. Duck's books were in 
no fit condition to bo audited. 

Mayor Grant commented upon the fact 
that the council had themselves to blamo 
for Mr. Duck retaining tho position of 
city treasurer. Ho had sent in a com- 
munication to the council of 1888, asking 
if thoy wished him to resign his seat in 
the legislature. The council expressed no 
opinion at that time. 

Aid. Vigelius contended that the work 
of the last council had nothing to do with 
the actions of tho present board. Tho 
corporation officers must bo mado to un- 
derstand that thoy retain their positions 
only from year to year. 

All the members of tho board oxpressod 
themselves upon tho question, and Aid. 
Vigelius' resolution, amended to give Mr. 
Duck one month's notice, was then put 
and carried on the following division : — 

Yeas — Aid. Vigelius, Styles, Wilson, 
Harrison, McKilliean and Harris. 
Nays -Aid. Ooodaere and Coughlan. 
Mayor Grant remarked that ho had 
always found Mr. Duck assiduous and 
faithful in thu discharge of the duties of 
his position. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From F. VV. Vincent referring to a bad 
drain in Erio street. Referred to the 
street committee. 

From R. P. |Rithet, endorsing the ox 
tension of Vancouver street, and stating 
that he would do all in his power to ad 
vance the scheme. Referred to tho street 
committee for report. 

From the secretary of the board of 
school trustees, enclosing a resolution of 
that board asking the council to pay over 
to the government thu sum demanded 
from thu city for educational purposes. 
Communication received, and the clork 
instructed to notify the trustees that the 
city refuses to pay the sum asked. 

PETITIONS. 

From McKooii it Son, and others 
asking for a stone crossing on Yates street. 
Received and filed, the work being in 
hand. 

From C. E. Redferu, and other rate- 
payers of James Bay ward, asking that 
Redfern, Cobourg and St. .James streets 
be taken over by tho city. Referred to 
the street committee. 

From A. Honderson and twenty-seven 
others, protesting against the hack-driv- 
ers' liconse being increased, Referred to 
tho police committee. 

From Turner, lieeton & Co. and fifty 
live others, asking that George Lyall bo 
retained in the employ of tho city. 
Tabled. 

DEFERRED BUSINESS. 

In regard to the question of street 
grades, Aid. Vigelius informed thu board 
that the city surveyor had informed him 
that ho would be able to perform the 
work. 

Mayor Grant dwelt upon tho urgent 
necessity of the work being performed at 
once. 

The question was laid over for olio 
week. 

The clerk informed the board that but 
one tender had been received for tho 
laying of stone crossings. Tho tender, 
that of Mr. H. II. McDonald, was on 
motion read, offering to lay the crossings 
for S.'i. 10 per foot. 

Aid. Styles, speaking from memory, in- 
formed the board that the price paid last 
year was i}'2. 20. 

Aid. Vigelius thought that the price 
last year was no guide to what should bo 
done this year. 

It was moved and seconded that tho 
tender bo awarded to Mr. McDonald. 
Carried. 

REPORTS. 

Supt. Sheppard reported Officer Abel as 
neglectful of his duty, and recommended 
his discharge. 

It was moved that the report bo referr- 
ed to the police committee with power to 
act. 

Aid. YigelhiB wanted to see everyone 
accorded a fair show. Ho wanted Mr. 
I Abel given an honest hearing, and the 
' committee to report before taking action. 

The original motion was withdrawn, 
and the matter referred to the police coni- 
mittee for report. 

The sanitary ollicer reported that num- 
erous complaints had been made in regard 
to a drain 'on Yates street, and recom- 
mended tho laying of a number of now 
drains. Referred to the sanitary commit- 
tee. 

The sanitary committee presentod a re- 
port recommending certain sanitary im- 
provements. Reports adopted. 

The water committee's report advised 
the payment of Mr. Hick's claim; and con- 
tained the recommendation, among others, 
that tho price of water bo reduced to 30 
cents per 1000 gallons. Report adopted. 

Thu hack committee presented their 
report, recommending that the drivers' 
licenses bo made annual, at not more than 
$2.50 ; that tho numbor of tho driver's 
badge correspond with the number of the 
hack ; that the hacks bo properly num- 
bered ; that tho licenses in future bo 
granted only on the recommendation of 
tho superintendent of police ; and sug- 
gesting other changes in tho hack by-law. 
The report was on motion adopted. 

The street committee's report, dealing 
with certain necessary street improve 
monts, and recommending that tenders ho 
called for the construction of a now bridgo 
over Rock Bay, was on motion received 
and adopted. 

The fire wardens recommended that 
tho salaries of firo engine drivers bo in- 
creased by S10 por month. 

Aid. McKilliean said that whon the firo 
department was taken over by the city, 
it, was thought Hint the expense would not 
be half what, it, had grown to now. He 
thought $(i0 per month vory good wagos 
for tho men. 

Aid. Wilson and Vigelius supportod the 
resolution, and thu report was received 
and adopted. 

On motion tho council rose at 11:15 p. 
in., to moot again to-night at tho usual 
hour.

Mr. Bole had listened with pleasure to 
tho silver- touguod orator from Esquimalt. 
He thought at tho timo ho was speaking 
that tho house wan being favored with an 
ovoning edition of The Colonist. Law- 
yers were, he considered, a necessary evil; 
but there was no necessity ot increasing 
tho evil. Tho Bupply in the legal profes- 
sion was fully equal to the demand. As 
froo trado was proved a failure wherever 
it was tried he would thereforo move in 
amendment that tho bill be laid over un- 
til this day six months. 

Mr. Duck thought that Mr. Bolo had 
let the cat out of the bag by his remarks. 
The bill would, no doubt, if passed, be 
disadvantageous to tho lawyers, while 
good for the Province. 

Mr. Beaven did not think the act was 
broad enough. Tho "Walkeni" act was 
oven better than the one proposed by the 
hon. member for Esquimalt. The admis- 
sion of mombers of the bar was at presout 
hedged about with too much puraphrena- 
lia. Ho intended to support tho bill be- 
cause it was a step in the direction of lib- 
erality. 

The resolution for a second reading re- 
sulted in a tie; 11 for, 11 against. 

Tho Spoaker said that ho had very 
strong views upon tho question himself, 
and if he acted upon his own viows, would 
give his vote to delay the second reading 
for six months. It was not customary, 
howover, for tho Speaker to give his vote 
to prevent tho second reading of any bill, 
and ho consequently gave his vote for the 
second reading. 

The bill was committed for Thursday. 

VANCOUVER STREET RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Robsou presented the peti- 
tion of the Vancouver street railway, in 
rc incorporation. 

House rose to meet again to-day at 
2 p.m.
